Steve Cox, elected SGA 
President by a wide margin in 
last Thursday's run-off, plans 
to begin working on at least 
two of his campaign promises 
before the current quarter is 
over. 

Cox defeated Keith Franklin 
in the run-off by a vote of 848 to 
.150, attracting 70.8 per cent of 
the vote. In the only other run¬ 
off race, Russell Day defeated 
Brenda Rankin 681-500 to win 
election as secretary of 
finance Day’s winning per¬ 
centage was 57.7. 

"I’d like to look into food 
services this quarter,” Cox 
said. “I'd like to see what 
other campuses offer and 
what our food services is going 
to offer next year.” 

Cox also expressed plans to 
further examine the 
possibility of peer advising 
“I hope to check a little bit 
on peer advising at 
registration,” he said. "I think 
a couple of groups are looking 
into this, but I would like to see 
how it’s coming along." 

Cox praised both Franklin 
and Lee Nethery for their 
campaign conduct and ex¬ 
pressed surprise over the 
margin of victory 
"I'm surprised the margin 
was as wide as it was." he 
said. “1 do feel, however, that 
all of the candidates ran a real 
clean race 


Cox said he will 
probably make decisions 
within a week on the ap¬ 
pointed positions and that he 
was looking forward to 
working with the new slate of 
officers.

administration has attempted 
to provide adequate resources 
See page 4, col.

Ron Finch, director of 
career counseling and 
placement since Fall Quarter 
1972, has resigned effective 
Aug 1 in order to take a 
teaching position at Madison 
College in Virginia. 

Finch, who cited his desire 
to enter instructional duty as 
his main reason for leaving, 
will join the graduate school 
there to teach courses in 
school psychology and 
counseling. 

“It has always been my 
professional objective to move 
to the classroom ” Finch said. 
"This is kind of meeting the 
professional expectation I had 
for myself. 

"Madison College is an 
institution that is experiencing 
an era of very rapid growth 


and adequate funding." he 
said. “Virginia is a state that 
has traditionally had a 
positive attitude toward 
higher education and has 
adequately funded her in¬ 
stitutions. This is a job I'm 
moving to and not a job I'm 
moving from." 

Finch praised the UTM 
administration for their help 
in his efforts and pointed out 
some of the accomplishments 
of his office. 

“I feel one accomplishment 
we have made is integration 
functionally into the student 
body at large,” he said. 
“Another contribution we 
have been able to make is to 
build a placement operation in 
light of a declining economy. 

“I feel we have scratched 
the surface in starting to

Class attendance record 
draws deans ’ examination

A class attendance record in 
which all teachers would be 
asked to call role or use a 
seating chart, was proposed at 
the Dean's Luncheon Tuesday 
by Henry C Allison, dean of 
admissions and records. 

The attendance record is not 
to be confused with the actual 
policy, Allison said. Class 
attendance will not become a 


policy, rather, a simple office 
record, should the proposal be 
accepted by various com¬ 
mittees, including the 
Academic Senate. 

“I don’t want this con¬ 
fused," stressed Allison “I’m 
not taking issue with the 
present attendance policy I 
just want faculty members to 
take role for office records ” 
There are two main reasons 
for Allison's proposal, the 
major one being student 
evaluation, he said. 

“It places an extra burden on 
the teachers to help students 
outside the classroom whose 
grades are poor and who also 
have extremely low class 
attendance," Allison said, "It 
is also a handicap to read¬ 
mission students who happen 
to have poor attendance 
An academically ineligible 
student who appeals before 
the readmission committee 
will certainly be at a disad¬ 
vantage should he have a low 
attendance record." 

Allison's second reason is 
that recently, particularly last 
quarter, he received com¬ 
plaints from many parents of 
UTM students Those who 
complained asked why their 
sons or daughters received 
unexpected bad marks in their 
classes. Allison said. 

Many times parents call us 
concerning their son's or 
daughter's grades." he said. 
"They end up criticizing our 
attendance system, blaming it 
for the poor academic per¬ 
formance of their son or 
daughter When they call we 
can only tell them that we 
have no official records of 
student attendance with the 
exception of the teachers' 
grade books which are turned 
in at the end of each quarter 
This proposal would furnish us 
with such a record " 

Possible teacher and 
student reactions arc not 
known as yet since the 


proposal is still not yet widely 
publicized, he said 
“I have no earthly idea what 
the reaction of the teachers or 
students will be", Allison 
explained “But it is im¬ 
portant to note that their best 
interest will be considered " 
"If the proposal should 
make it to the Academic 
Senate it will then be up to the 
members of the Senate to 
decide whether student 
representation is needed 
during the discussions ”

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Varied issues demand 
prompt positive action 


The new SGA administration, which will lake 
office in a few weeks, should begin now to 
formulate plana for next year-plans that will 
build on past work, but also broaden the scope 
of student government 

If the responsibilities for entertainment can 
be placed with an autonomous group. SGA can 
devote its time and resources to other student 
services In the past, these services and the 
actual governing process has had to come 
second to the constant worries of satisfying the 
entertainment needs of the campus 

Many of the partial successes of the Faulk 
administration demand continued efforts 
during the coming year under Cox. So far, they 
have barely scratched the surface in dealing 
with students' rights More work needs to be 
done in obtaining bonding and legal services for 
students Although an off-campus tenants' 
handbook was prepared this year, more needs 
to be done A referral service should be 
established to aid students trying to find off- 
campus housing and to advise them of their 
rights and obligations 

Except for a few minor campaign reforms, 
ethics legislation has been nil. The present 
campaign regulations need to be tightened up 
and election spending further restricted A 
code of ethics needs to be established for of¬ 
ficers and congress persons and present rulings 
need to be enforced 

Voter registration drives need to be initiated 
on campus and more interest needs to be taken 
in local politics SGA should never confine its 
efforts to UTM property, but should remember 
that students are affected by what goes on in 
the city and county as well. 

Since UTM is providing next year's student 
on the Board of Trustees, SGA will be in an 


especially good position to relate the needs of 
students and have input in the decision making 
of the Board In addition, they must continue 
lobbying efforts in the state legislature and 
work with state and national student groups 
The SGA officers also need to see that needed 
changes are made in some of the student 
services A student book buy-back program 
needs to be implemented to combat the rising 
costs at the bookstore A food cooperative has 
been mentioned from time to time but nothing 
has been done The Volunteer Service Bureau is 
doing almost nothing in its present form but 
better SGA supervision might make a dif¬ 
ference 

New officers should give serious con¬ 
sideration to cabinet positions and committee 
appointments A great deal of work needs to be 
done on committee attendance by student 
members It is of no use to have members on 
the committees if they aren't there during the 
decision-making. 

SGA should not be a political sandbox for 
future politicians to play in. The SGA president 
should not be simply a figurehead majoring in 
going to lunch with University officials. Student 
government cannot be simply a toy to satisfy 
the crying children, while all the decisions are 
made elsewhere. It must be the students' voice 
and it must be heard above a whisper 
One has to question the potential productivity 
of any of the officers who campaigned this 
spring since the elections are marked with a 
noticeable lack of issues. The administration 
can't be asked to just fulfill their promises 
since so few were made. But it is clear that the 
work is there. There is already a long list of 
things that need to be done and it will continue 
to grow each day they are in office. 


Election changes needed 
before arrival of fall races 


Now that elections are over, most people- 
prefer not to worry about them again until next 
vear. Most students are glad to see the signs 
down and that campaigning has ceased 
Nevertheless, the subject does not need to be 
forgotten - at least not by Congress and the 
election commission. Mach more needs to be 
•- done in the way of campaign reforms and 
working out a smoother election process 
The campaign regulations need to be studied 
by Congress once again and further im¬ 
provements made. Now there is a limit on 
spending of (400 for president. (3S0 for vice- 
president and (200 for the other positions. Each 
of these spending limitations should be cut at 
least in half Actually (100 should be sufficient 
to spend on the presidential campaigns 
• The restrictions on campaign posters was a 
pleasant change over past elections, but still 
I too many were up Further restrictions should 
r be made in this area More must be done to 


encourage the candidates to talk with the 
students and develop platforms. No election 
should be based simply on name recognition. 

More students voted in this year's election 
than normal, due to the voting precincts that 
were placed in the dorms. As usual, the voter 
turnout was too low, but nevertheless was an 
improvement Other ideas should be con¬ 
sidered that would further increase par¬ 
ticipation. 

The actual voting process and ballot counting 
still does not run as smoothly as it should. Two 
Westview High School students reportedly 
voted in Thursday's election When that type of 
thing can happen, something is wrong and must 
be corrected. The ballot counting took over 
three hours last Tuesday, due to the lack of 
workers Congresspersons were asked to come, 
but as usual most failed to show. 

Before the fall elections come around, a lot of 
work needs to be done. 


Publications' woes persist 


Participation on campus publications con¬ 
tinues at a distressingly low level, despite the 
large number of people that should be involved 
"The Spirit” will make recommendations 
this week for positions for Fall Quarter There 
were just enough applicants to fill the positions, 
but not enough to encourage competition 
Volunteer help is still needed and those who 
work for a few quarters are likely candidates 
for editorial posts later on 
“The Pacer" is in much the same position 
Working with only a skeleton crew, the 
newspaper needs reporters and contributors 
now and for next year Several editorial 
positions for fall are still open for applications 


The communications program here now 
boasts over too majors, but only a handful work 
on a campus publications. While attending 
school it may seem easier not to get involved, 
but when it comes time to hunt for a job, the 
situation will be different. 

Few employers will hire a student fresh out 
of college with no experience. With the job 
market becoming flooded with com¬ 
munications students, it is now more and more 
important to receive more than academic 
training Those who decide to shun the prac¬ 
tical experience deserve whatever fate they 
receive.

South Vietnam: Point, counterpoint 


Vietnam: or what it is like to 
lose..or withdraw... or have 
peace with honor...or 
whatever you want to call 
what happened there if you 
have any idea what did is 
happening or may. 

Here we go again, writing 
something that has little to do 
with UTM other than stir a few 
memories of a few students 
that probably do not want to 
remember anyway. 

Mr. David Bym does a 380 
degree turn around in his 
article of last week, ranging 
from condemnation of our 
government for “interfering 
in Indochina" to blundering 
out and leaving the millions of 
South Vietnamese who fought 
in the fields. Maybe next time 
someone writes an article for 
public consumption they will 
research it a bit. 

Firstly, the United States did 
not "blunder” in Southeast 
Asia U.S. involvement dates 
back to, believe it or not, 
before CIA times when the 
Office of Strategic Services 
supported the irregular 
forces operating against the 
Japanese These forces were 
led by none other than Vo 
Nguyen Giap, the man 
destined to defeat the French 
and raise havoc with the 
Americans in their turn. 

After WWII ended these OSS 
types gave support to the little 
man who was to become the 
most respected Vietnamese of 
our times, Ho Chi Minh. It 
seems the U.S. did pot entirely 
approve of the French coming 
back to claim their Indochina 
colonies After hostilities 
started between the French 
and the Communist Viet Ming, 
the U.S. under the auspices of 
the UN became involved in a 
conflict against North Korea, 
thereby proving the Viet Ming 
were guilty by associaton. 

The French, needless to say, 
met their Waterloo at Bein- 
dein Phu and were forced to 
give up the area north of the 
17th parallel to Uncle Ho. In 
other words, we have been 
involved in Vietnam for some 
time and did not blunder into 
it. 

History has shown what can 
happen when one super power 
intervenes on behalf of a small 
weak nation. Example; 
France coming to the aid of 
the American colonies in their 
rebellion, or civil war, or fight 
for freedom, whichever side 
you were on 

History also shows what can 
happen to a small country 
when a superpower is given 
free rein by other super 
powers Example: tiny 

Finland being oppressed by 
Russia while the rest of the 
world played its fiddle 
Our government helped 
arrange a cease fire in 
Vietnam which was. even 
though probably politically 
motivated, still an agreement 
that wai upheld by the U.S. as 
far as our involvement was 
concerned It takes two 
parties to honor a mutual 
agreement I do not see Hanoi 
encircled in a ring of steel 
about to fall to the aggressive 
South Vietnamese 
Vietnam was not a popular 
war because a popular war is 
the one that happened before 
you were old enough to be in it 
and it became less popular 
when student deferments 
became a thing of the past 


That is when it became per¬ 
sonal not popular. That is 
when Dr. Spock wrote his 
second great literary 
masterpiece: “Go North 
Young Man, Go North." 

Mr. Byrn states it was a 
simple matter of using 
Vietnamese youth as mer¬ 
cenaries to fight in our stead 
He also stated that our puppet 
government in Saigon forced 
additional thousands of young 
men and boys into the “ser¬ 
vice of their country." Mr. 
Byrn must not know that the 
age for draft registration in 
Vietnam was 21 until 
sometime in the very late 
sixties. 

Here we have American 
men being drafted into service 
not for God. country, mother 
and apple pie but for Budda, 
Vietnam, mama-san and fish 
and rice - and al a younger 
age than their Vietnamese 
counterparts

Mr Byrn does make one 
statement, seemingly as an 
afterthought, that every 
quick-witted American boy 
would be sure to agree with - 
“By the way, the 50,000 
Americans did not die fighting 
for democracy for the Viet¬ 
namese They died trying to 
stay alive after WE sent them 
into a guerilla war In a strange 
land." 

I imagine that survival is 
one of the uppermost thoughts 
in one's mind under those 
conditions. Next in order of 
priority would probably be 
rest, food, mail, booze, 
mosquitoes, marking off that 
day on the old short time 
calendar and maybe last, the 
thought of democracy for 
Vietnam. That is, of course, if 
one is reminded of it in the 
newspaper or a John Wayne 
movie. 

Now that President Thieu 
has resigned we also see that 


another of Mr. Byrn's dreams 
is smashed not on the plow 
share but the sword. The Viet 
Cong and their big brother, the 
North Vietnamese Army, say 
the fighting will not 
necessarily stop because of 
Thieu’s resignation. After all, 
a few fallen heads are better 
than no heads at all. Just ask 
the Khmer Rouge 

So now I have turned 
through 360 degrees. The only 
difference between Mr Byrn 
and me is that we counter¬ 
rotate. Every argument has 
its counterargument, every 
point its counter-point. Next 
time maybe a little more 
research 

In closing 1 would like to 
thank the men who have 
fought and died during the last 
200 years making it possible 
for me to write this letter. Or 
better yet, I give thanks that 
there were men who would do 
it.

Five daring souls ventured 
forth from the hallowed halls 
of UTM to attend the spring 
convention of the Tennessee 
Students Association at East 
Tennessee State University in 
Johnson City last week 

In the three years since it 
was founded , TSA’s promises 
to gain recognition for 
students views and opinion: to 
develop better educational 
standards and provide low 
cost student services have not 
fully materialized. 

However TSA has played a 
major role in having a student 
placed on the State Board of 
Regents and held four con¬ 
ventions which provided 
student leaders from across 
the state with a forum for the 
exchange of ideas and in¬ 
formation. 

Plans were made last week 
for TSA to work for the 
standardization of course 
description numbers across 
the state, a state-wide in¬ 
vestigation of student health 
services, an extension of open 
house hours and equal civil 
rights for all students. 

Though these are noble 
gestures, some TSA delegates 
felt the convention was a 
waste of their time and their 
SGA’s money. One aspect of it 
alone made it worthwhile for 
the UTM delegation. It 
showed us how well off we are 
at UTM in relation to other 
students in this state. 

We may have a Congress 
without enough responsibility 
to attend one meeting per 
week and a housing system 
which some say 
discriminates against fresh¬ 
men. but we do not have 
regulations limiting us to a 
maximum of four six hour 
open houses per week as do 
the Board of Regents Schools 
Liberal Memphis State 
is the only school even 
approaching the maximum 
with three shorter open houses 
each week 

We do not have an ad¬ 
ministration which has 
frequently invoked martial 
law or a university policy 
which prohibits campus 
publications from criticizing it 


as does East Tennessee State 
Maybe we haven't realized 
how lucky we are to be able to 
offer the administration 
constructive criticism through 
the press and friendly in¬ 
teraction between students 
and administrators. 

We have had and will

Austin Peay alarm failure 
forces student evacuation

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Austin Peay's fire alarm 
system failed to go off at 11:30 
p.m Tuesday as all residents 
were evacuated due to a trash 
chute fire which flooded all 
three floors with heavy 
smoke, according to Tim 
Furches, head resident 
"We pulled the alarm 
switches," Furches explained, 
"but the alarm would not go 
off. We had to have several 
guys go door to door and tell 
everyone to get out." 

Earl Wright, assistant 


director of housing, expressed 
concern about the problem of 
the malfunctioning fire alarm 
system 

"We're getting on this 
problem immediately," 
Wright said. "We want to 
make sure all campus housing 
has the full protection of fire 
alarm systems.” 

The mass evacuation was 
performed only as a 
precautionary measure, 
Furches said. There were few 
real flames, but a lot of 
smoke. 


"It could have been bad if 
someone had not gotten out." 
he said. “Anyone still sleeping 
could have been killed from 
asphyxiation because the 
smoke was thick all the way 
up to the third floor." 

Furches later speculated 
the cause of the fire was 
probably a firecracker or a 
flaming roll of toilet paper 
which someone had thrown 
into the chute and it was 
probably done by a dorm 
resident

Dr. Philip Watkins, chan¬ 
cellor for undergraduate life, 
said that there has been no 
decision yet as to whether the 
office will be continued in its 
present form. 

“We’re exploring 
possibilities for redistribution 
of responsibilities,” Watkins 
said. "Until we’ve concluded 
our budget hearings we really 
don’t know how we will 
proceed. We're exploring all 
the way from replacing the 
position as it is to 
redistributing the respon¬ 
sibility.” 

Watkins did say, however, 
that he feels placement ser¬ 
vices are needed in someform 

"We will need to offer 
placement services in some 


manner to help students 
during this economic 
situation," he said. "At the 
present we are not sure what 
form it will take."

"I believe Congress is 


achieving a purpose and I 
think they are doing a 
good job." he said. 

“As the year goes on people 
do lose interest but I really 
think Congress has helped," 
he said. "It was an 
unavoidable circumstance 
that 1 had to miss the 
meeting.” 

“I think entertainment has 
improved this year and I 
believe this is partially due to 
Congress," he added 

Ellington Hall's 
Congressperson, Saara Webb, 
who was present at the 
meeting, said she was 
disappointed people did not 
care enough to come to the 
meeting 

"It's nice weather and it’s 
good to be out but the budget 
hearings are so important," 
Webb said. “I feel 
Congresspersons should be 
responsible enough to come 
and listen instead of just 
basing their decisions on 
personal opinion. 

“1 don't think 
Congresspersons are con¬ 
sidering the budget hearings 
seriously enough. They do not 
realize we are actually 
making suggestions that will 
be listened to',’ Webb said. 

"There are a few hard 
workers in Congress but even 
they are getting disappointed 
now,” Webb added. 

“It is disgusting that the 
people the students have 
elected to represent them 
don't take the responsibility 
seriously enough to attend the 
meetings,” Keith Franklin. 
SGA secretary of com¬ 
munications, said. 

William H. Snyder, 


Vanguard director, said he 
was inconvenienced by the 
meeting not being held this 
week but he does not feel any 
animosity towards the 
Congress. 

Snyder said Vanguard will 
be represented when the 
Vanguard budget hearing is 
rescheduled.lt was mentioned 
at the meeting Tuesday that 
Vanguard could not be present 
the following week since the 
Dinner Theatre would be 
presented that night. 

"I hope there will be as 
many or more Vanguard 
people at the next meeting 
when Vanguard's budget is 
discussed because I think they 
are interested in the 
situation" Snyder said.
